The Faneral Borvices at 8t. John's (R.C.)
Prae Thurch, This Morning, Eto,
BAgustin G, de Yturbide, eldest sou of the
Liberutor of Mexico, In the 68th year of his ago,
died at the Olarendon Hotel, New York, on
Tucsday, the 11th instant, Tmmediately after
his return from the continent of Kurope, he was
faken i) on the 19th of November lust with a
pevere altick of what is known as “Bright's?
Macase of the bladder and kidneys, which
proved fatal on the 11thinstant, The body was
immedistely forwarded to this city for inter-
ment, The funeral services were held at St
Joh's Church, (Rev., Father Riley), on Thir-
teenth street, below Market. In counsequence
of being preceded by nuother funeral serviee,
and] also the Iateness of the hour (half-past
eleveu), requiem mass was not performed, bat
the ceremony was that of the usual funeral ser-
vicea, After church service, the body wes low-
ered into the family vault, No. § of the
ehurch, where are laid the bodles of his mother,
sister, and brother,

Blographical Bketch of Don Agustin G.

de Yturbide and His Famlily,

On Tuesday evening, at the Clarendon Hotel,
in New_Yo:k city, died D'm Agustin G. de Ytur.
bide, son of Yturbide Primero, Emperor of
Mexico, He arrived there from Paris only
about two weeks ago, and was conveyed to the
hotel while sulering acutely from the disease
which finally terminated his life—Bright's dis-
ense of the kidneys., His remains were taken
to Philadelphis by his brother, Don Angel de
Yturbide, and the funcral took place here on
Wednesday.

Don Agustin was slightly deformed in his per-
som. bot, differing from the majority of those who
are affected in Lthis manner, was o genial, open-
bearted man, He was strongly addleted to
many of the charactenstic Mexican cusiowns, in-
cluding a free use both of meyeal and monte, He
was possessed of a large amount of natural wit,
and was & popular favorite in Meoxioe, This is

ved by the way In which a speech of his
hustrating the maxim, *'In oine verilas,”iwas re-
oetved by the populace at the opera house in
the City of Mexico, only & year and a halif or
twWo years ngo.

Maximilian had ordered all the theatres to be
thrown upen treely to the public on the night of
the fete ol the Emperor Yiurbide. Late in
the evening, Don Acustin and a party of
friends entered the imperial box at the opera
houte. They had all been dining quite libe-
rally, and Don Agustin was n & condition to
speak his mind recklessly, He was soon recog-
nrzid by the people, who oried out, “Don
Agustin, a speech; n &peech!” In apite of the
remonstrances of bis friends, Don Agustin
arose, made his way to the front of the
box, Placing binsell where he could see and
be reen by all, and silence being gained, he
this addrossed his counirymon: —

“Mexioar 8! youlwant a speccl from mo. eh T, Well,
you shall have one, You waat mo 1o speak as tho
#on of the hberator of Mexico, the immorial Yiur-
Inde., Wall, he was your chosen Emperor; hie was
the only honest man 1n Mexico, and 80 vou shot
him} doing 8o yon acted like the parsel o1 rob-
hﬁilbs:ld nesaesing that you salways were and always
will kg

Whether the truth of the flaltering remarks

was felt by \l:u sudience, or whetner they were |
in od

umor to be irritated by them, is
mot known; but the speech was received with a
st rm of applavse and ou'bursts of langhter,
vwrder cover of which Don Agusun was carried
oif by his friends,
His father,"Agastin de Yturbide, BEmperor of
Mexico, was born in Valladolid de Michoacan
in 1784, and execated in Padilla, July 19, 1824,

At an early age he entered the militin of his |

native province, and in 1510 became a lisutenunt
jn the regular wrmy, In the same year the
revolution projecied by Don Miguel Hidalen,

eurate of Dolores, broke out, and Yturbide was |

offered the rank of lieutenant-genvral by the in-
surgents, if he would join them, He refused the
* offer,
rebellion thut he was made commander of the
vinces of Guansjuato and Yalla-
olid, a8 well as of the Army of the
North., About thiz time he was accused by
some royalists of want of fidelity to the
cause, and, although he was acquitted of the
charge by the Viceroys Calleja and Apodaca, he
was 80 disgusted that he resigued,
quently accepted the command of an army,
and marchied with it to Acspuleo n 1810, He
there matured a plan lor emaucipating Mexgico
from Spain, securing the independence of his
country, and extending freedom to all orders ot
people. 1t i known as the “Iguala Plan,” as (L
was first promuleated from a place of tha:
name. It was eminently and entirely sucoess-
ful. In the account of his palitieal lite by him-
self, he says of it: —**Without bloodshed, confla -

grations, robberies, or depredations, nay, without |

eéven a mistortune, & singie sigh, or a tear, my
gountry was rendered happy, and from a colony
trapsiormed into a great, independent empire,”
He acted most generously towards all who did
mot wish to support him, and this led many to
think that he was acting in concert with the
royul troops. He then continued his march to
Queretaro, and was joined by Guadalupe Vie-
totia, a devoted friend ot liberty,
the Viceroy-Geuneral, Don Juan ©O'Donoju,
arrtved from Bpuin, and finding the
whole country with Yturbide, concluded
& treaty with him at Cordova, August

1821, acceding to the plan of Iguala.

By this treuty the gates of the capital were |

©f ened to Yiurbide,aud on the 27th of Seprember
he entered the City of Mexico. On the same day
the Lum.n spoken of in the “‘plan” wus formed,
and ke entered l!{lUﬂ hiis official duties, .

ergction of the monument. Measures were taken
to collect subsgeriptions in the Southern Sta‘es,
but soon afterwards the Preedmen's Bureau
Bill was vetoed by President Johnson, which
cast 8o deep a gloom upon the freedmen that it
has ot been considered advisable to push the
project since. In the meantime Miss Hosmer
wiis consulted, and conceived and designed a
monument, and shipped the model to this eity,
Thoro it will be exhibited privately for u fow
dnys,

The design has been adopted by the Commle-
#ion, and Is consldered as one of the graatest
aclicvemenss of modern art; and an opportu-
nity is gaven to the citizens of Miss Hosmer's
nalive State to aid the freedmen in proceed-
Ing at onece to the erection of this noble
monument.

A Cratifylng Statement—Immense
Recelpts of the First Half of the
Fiscal Year 1867—-A MIl-
lion Per Diem, Etc.

[SPECIAL DESPATCH TO THE EVENING TELEGRAFH. |
Wasamgroxn, December 14,

The recelpts from internal revenue sources
for the preeent fiscal year, commencing July 1,
1566, up to the 12th instant, inclosive, amount
to the heavy aggregate of $167,000,000. This
gives an average of over $060,000 per diem for
nearly =ix monthe past, or one-half of the fiscal
year of 1867,

If this aversge should continue for the bal-
ance of the year in guestion, the total revenne

I received from this source alone, independent

of customs and other sources, will reach the
enormoud sam ol nearly $350,000,000, much |
kreater than the aggregate for the flscal year
1866, which amounted to $306,000,000,

The late new Tax law of July 13, 1846, was |
